IMPRESSIVE 
CEREMONIES 


Monuments Presented to and 


, Accepted by Government 


—Beveridge Speaks, 


Shiloh Battlefield, Tenn.. April 6. 


—Indiana dedicated and presented to 
the government today the twenty- 
two monuments, erected at a cost of 
f 25,000, in honor of the twenty-two 
regiments that that state had in the 
battle of Shiloh. Two special, trains 
and a fleet of passenger boats brought 
six hundred people from Indianap- 
olis this morning. Gen. Lew Wallace 
presided nt the dedicatory exercises. 
The monuments were presented to 
the state by Col. James Wright, of 
the Indiana commission which has 
had charge' of their erection. Qov. 
\V. T. Durbin presented the monu- 
ments to the government and they 
•were accepted by, Wm. Carey Sanger, 
assistant secretary of war. 


COLONEL SANGER'S ADDRESS. 
Colonel Sanger said: 
"The' federal government, in ac- 


cepting these monuments, becomes 
charged with the duty of guarding 
thijm and keeping fresh' in th'e mem- 
ory of the people 'a record ' of .the 
d'ttd's which they commemorate. In 
•creating and keeping these national 


. parks the country is not merely per- 


petuating the fame of brave men, it 
is,-not merely recording 'with land- 
mjirks of granite and 
bronze 
the 


.part which' the gallant soldiers ,on 
both sides took in the awful contests 
'off thl civil war, it is not only em- 
phasizing the fact that s 
country thinks with pride 
v*lor of all the heroes who fought

Cincinaati, Ohio, April 6.—The mu- 


nicipal elections in Ohio today are the 
first under a new code recently en- 
acted by the legislature. 
There are 


no offices that held over and the win- 
ners today will control all the muni- 
cipal offices for two years. 
Under 


this new code the wards have been 
changed everywhere so that there can 
be no such early reliable estimates of 
gains and losses on partial returns 
from precincts as heretofore. In a 
dozen of the largest cities the in- 
cumbent mayors are running for re- 
election and with all 'local offices at 
stake the contests are much more ani- 
mated than usual in April.. At the 
same time a full state ticket and 
members of the legislature are to be 
elected at .the election which follows 
next November, so that the successor 
of Senator Hanna is considered to be 
indirectly involved now. At the same 
time Ingalls, at Cincinanti, and John- 
son, at Cleveland, are considered rival 
candidate* for the democratic guber- 
natorial nomination, a* well as for 
election as mayors for their respec- 
tive citiet, and the result may also 
affect aspirants for the republican 
gubernatorial nomination as well as 
democratic aspirants for the senator- 
ship. As a rule the usual party 
tickets are in the field. In Cincin- 
nati Ingalls heads the ticket, and in 
Toledo Jones is running for re-elec- 
tion independent of all parties.

Rowe, who represented the brakemen 
and yard men on the eastern division 
of the road, returned home last night, 
bringing a copy of the agreement. In 
the way of an increase in the wages 
of yard men, Fort Wayne was more 
fortunate th'an any other city on the 
entire eastern division of the roadv 
In fact, the yard men here are the only 
ones' on. the division that received an 
Increase. Heteafter day.yard conduc- 
tors will get 30 cents' and night yard 
conductors 31 cents, day switchmen 


2<5 cents and night switchmen 28 cents 
per hour. For the conductors this is 
an increase of a cent an hour, and for 
the switchmen it is an increase of four 
cents per hour. They will also be al- 
lowed to go home for dinner.
